Let’s talk about the customer...you. In 
the past decades, about the only substantial 
thing we’ve heard about the "customer" is that 
he or she is always right. It stands in the Hall 
of Statements along with "Have a Nice Day." 

Well, there is a new game in town. It’s called 
Nordstrom. 

Kim and I visited the new addition to 
the mall on the day after the opening. The 
parking lot was full, the mall...and Nord¬ 
strom... was a sea of people. Normally, this 
would be sufficient to set the stage for aggra¬ 
vation and frustration. Not so...at least not so 
at Nordstrom. They are a study in how the 
customer should be treated. 

Kim took an interest in a jacket. Almost 
immediately someone was there to help her. 

This person stayed with her to show her 
similar items she might have missed. From 
the clothing section we gravitated to the shoe 
area. Conservatively, there were 60 to 80 
people trying on shoes. Miraculously, no 
waiting. 

A young lady named Emily found out 
what Kim was interested in, found us a seat 
on a sofa and went into the bowels of their 
shoe storeroom. She returned with about eight 


boxes...the shoes Kim specified and close 
designs of other shoes...size C...which is a 
wide shoe. Kim bought one of her original 
choice and one that Emily found for her. 

As we started to get up, Emily motioned 
us down, took our payment and, while we 
rested on the sofa, she took care of complet¬ 
ing the transaction. She brought us the shoes 
and receipt and told us how nice it was to 
have us as customers. This is the nicest thing 
to happen since the word "customer was 
coined. 

At a time when gas station attendants 
gawk at you while you attempt to pump their 
product while wearing evening clothes.. .when 
you stand in lines with two hundred dollars in 
clothes and wait to pay...when math-deficient 
youngsters bang on computer keys with ham¬ 
burgers and fries on the keys instead of num¬ 
bers, it is refreshing to enter a store like 
Nordstrom and be helped by a person like 
"Emily." And for those of you who are say¬ 
ing, "It’s just their opening-week enthusiasm," 
I suggest you visit Nordstrom stores that have 
been around for a while...it’s no fluke. 

Maybe it will catch on? 
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Riley guides us through the 'innocent 
Climb" and the "Disease of Me" to form the 
"Core Covenant," which must survive "Thun¬ 
derbolts" and "The Choke" to achieve "Break¬ 
throughs." Then the team must ride-out the 
plateau of "Complacency" to gain "Mastery," 
then "Anteing Up" to achieve "Unbeatable 
Excellence." But having climbed that long 
ladder of success to finally reach the top, we 
find instead a never-ending circle, as the team 
must either learn to survive "Core Cracks" or 
"Move On" to form a new team. As Riley ex¬ 
plains, "(a team) has the rhythm of breath¬ 
ing... of the expanding-contracting world of 
growth." 

Structurally, Riley uses several effective 
conventions to get his points across: bullet 
points make lists of items easy to follow, and 
summary boxes at ends of chapters guide us 
through some of Riley’s more difficult-to- 
understand concepts. "Rile’s Rules" boxes 
throughout the text summarizes and re-empha- 
sizes major points and witty quotes strewn 
throughout his book, to accent his prose.

Maurer spoke about Parkinson’s law stating 
that the number five is the optimum number, 
inferring that five Planning Commissioners were 
the correct number.

He explained that most brush fires happen in 
the afternoon. Sierra Madre Fire Department has 
a program call^ "Red Flag Fire Patrol" in which 
fire personnel patrol the brush areas in the after¬ 
noons and weekends looking for hazards and 
anything out of the ordinary. 

"Firefighters who arrive first will not be 
able to stop the fire because brush fires move very 
fast. Our first concern is the protection of your 
homes. We have pre-planned the canyon areas for 
the best placement of apparatus," Snyder said. 

What do you do during a brush fire? Snyder 
said to follow the rules here: 

* Close all windows and doors, including 
garage door, disconnecting electrical garage door 
opener. Do not lock doors.

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Michael Charters completes dream with two-week trip to North Pole 


How does one define a dream? Michael 
Charters should know since he just completed 
one, he says. He has just returned after roam¬ 
ing around the North Pole region in a Russian 
nuclear-powered ice breaker. The name of the 
flag ship? "Yamal" which means "end of 
earth." 

_ "1 saw an ad for this trip and my first 

reaction was, ‘No, it’s too wild. Ordinary 
people don’t do this.’ Friends told me to go 
for it and 1 succumbed. My wife and daughter 
stayed home while I took off two weeks and 
had the time of my life," Charters said. 

The Sierra Madrean, who is a docent 
(and volunteer) for the Greater Los Angeles 
Zoo, explained the first leg of the trip: from 
Los Angeles to Copenhagen, to Oslo, to 
Kirkenes (the northern border of the Cape of 
Norway). Then they took a catamaran to 
Murmansk. 

They sailed for 36 hours to the first 
land, Franz Josef, part of an archepelego of 
1Q1 :c<ian.^c. Tlioi/ davQ from 


island to island, while air temperature was 30 
degrees at that time when Northern Europe 
was sweltering. 

"Ten months a year the ship is engaged 
in breaking ice for the shipping fleet to the 
Bering Sea. This is called the ‘Northern Sea 
Route’ fdr Japan to Europe. In summers, of 

diesel ships are able to keep the route open. 
In 1990, Quark Enterprises began taking 
passengers on the nuclear ice breakers. The 
ships are owned by the government and leased 
out to private companies," Charters said. 

He pointed out that these are the only 
surface ships capable of going to the North 
Pole. The ship has 75,000 horsepower with 
two nuclear reactors. "We don’t have any¬ 
thing like this ship," he said about the United 
States. Yamal was launched in 1992. 

How is any machine strong enough to break 
up many feet of ice? The ship, weighing 21,000 
tons rides uD on an ice .sheet and breaks the ice 


from its weight. While in the process of doing 
this. Charters said, there is a lot of vibration, 
jarring, shuddering. It travels up and down from 
front to back. 

During the two-week trip, they landed on 
five different land places plus three times on the 
ice, he said. He felt no apprehension walking on 
the glaciers. As can be seen in the accompanying 
photos the it-e is h ri^ken here and there by "heau- 
tiful blue melt water pools," Charters said. 

The food aboard ship was excellent, "like 
French cooking." The cooking staff was Austrian, 
and those who had been on the most sophisticated 
cruises told Charters that the fotxl was the best 
they had ever eaten aboard ship. Service by the 
Russian crew was "tremendous" with formal 

meals, after breakfast and tea at 4 p.m. every day. 
Although the service crew did not speak English, 
they managed to communicate through their 
excellence. Charters said that he would have to 
learn Russian before he took another trip like this 
one. 

There were 140 cabins, one for each mem¬ 
ber of the crew. They were typical of good cruise 


Five lecturers aboard ship included an 
American geologist, a Russian geologist, a natu¬ 
ralist (who was former curator of the L.A. Zoo), 
a Russian history expert, and a curator of Scott 
Polar Research Institute in Cambridge. "They 
gave two to three lectures per day, depending on 
whether we made any stops. 

"I wish we could be friends with the Rus- 
sians. It is the most meaningful feeling to have the 
people to people relationship with them. They 
think Americans are gods...They showed great 
enthusiasm and we felt like we were repre.senting 
our country on a personal level. I don’t know 
what’s going to happen in Russia. I can see a 
resurgence of the old con.servatism." 

Charters said that the crew "tried to create 
Western hospitality" and that the ship is a "beauti¬ 
ful technological marvel." 

In their 4000-nautical-mile trek they were on 
ice half of the time. "It was beautiful. There is 
lots of fog in the .summer but the sights were 
outstanding," Charters said.

Dear Dr. Tami, 


I took my cat in for her annual vaccines and the vet 
noticed some sesame seed looking structures on her 
rear end that he called tapeworm segments. How do 
they get them and are they contagious to us? 


The most common tapeworm that dogs and cats 
become infected with is called pipyuliaium canium. 
The tapeworm segments are actually pieces of an 
adult tapeworm that live in the small intestine of 
dogs and cats. They are small packets full of eggs. 
These eggs are shed into the environment and are 
then ingested by flea larvae. The flea larvae develop 
into adults and than are ingested by dogs and cats 
during grooming. The tapeworm hatches from the 
flea and migrates through the intestinal tract and 
thus completes the life cycle. This particular 
tapeworm is not directly contagious to humans. We 
must cat an infected flea to become infected. 
Tapeworms are easily treated with medication. 
However, it is also equally important to treat the pet 
and environment for fleas.
